: The iuvestigations that are being 
conducted by J. Horace Faull, B. A., 
Ph. D., to determine the causes of |§ 
infeation from the stinking smut of 
wheat and effective means of controll- 
ing it, under the soil, climatic and |f 
other conditions of western Canada, |ff 
have already been fruitful of signiti- | 
cant results. A summary of these |§ 
is now being publubed in bulletin |§ 
form by the Seed Branch, Depart—|f 
ment of Agriculture, Ottowa, and will 
be ready in w few days for free dis- 
tribution to farmers who apply for it. 

Dr. Faull has spent considerable 
time in the wheat fields of Manitoba, | fl 
Waskatchewan and Alberta and also 
in cureful laboratory work. Tho re- | 
sults of his observations will be of |f 
much interest and value to wheat 
growers in western Canada. He has 
found thaton account of the smut 
balla being practically impervious 
to solutions used in treating seed 
wheat, all the spores can not be killed 
by practical methods of trentment; | 
further, thut effectiveness of treat— | 
ment does not depend so much on the! 
srength of the solution eg on re~ | 
moving the smut balla and wetting | F 
all the smut spores attached to the|@ 
gcain, It is believed that the diffi- 
culty of wetting smut spores lodged 
in creazes of the grain has bean much 
under estimated, It was found that |§ 
Que pound of Lluestone in twenty gal- 
lous of water would immediately kill 
any amut spore with which it came 
in contact. Although stronger sol- 
rons may have a greater ponetrating 
power, it 1s wore advisable, convider— 
ing the effectiveness of treatment and |p 
the injury doueto the seed by the 
use of strong solutions, to use 4 
weaker solution and immorso the 
grain in it for atloast two hours, 

Tho results of Dr. Faull's work 
would indicate that formalin of guar. || 
anteed 40% strength is to be preferred 
to the bluestone, particalerly when 
short treatments have to be made,
